Or course such conlests are SUppos d to be
determined upon the law and the evidence;
but siill there Is mueh in the action thus
taken that will be gratlfylog to Lhe [riend= of
Mr. Lutimer. Suppose, for lustance, that Mr.
Latimer was persoually disliked by his lel-
lows lo the House, or Lhit by previous coo-
duct be hud rendered himsell obnoxious Lo
many of them, do you think the result of his
contest would bave been the fume? Nobody
knows belter than lawyers and judges Lhal
personal equations enter 1o a greater or luss
exlent into tbe determioation of all ques-
tlons that are settled ln the Courts, the place
above all ofhers where justice is supposed Lo
be meted out without fear, favor or affectiou.
The cause Is pot essentlally different lo the
two Houses of Congress, where members cun
always fiud excuse or Justification for doing
what they very much want to do. The indi
viduoal 18 seldom lost sight of ; and really It 1s
the personal element thut is the grealest fac
tor in deterinining tbe Influence aud uselul-
pess of A member in eitber House of Con-
gress, It ls oot the man who |s most on bis
{eel in debate, or who [s keenest o repariee,
that sccomplishes the most. Indeed,sucha
person Is oftentimes withoul any influence at
all with bis fellows on the floor and can ac-
complish absolutely nothing. Legislution is
molded nod shaped in the cominiliee rooms,
aod It 18 there that members must have an lo-
tluence If they would affect resulls. A lavor-
ble report Irom the committee in churge ol a
bill generaily means that the bill will pass if
1t can be reached on the calendar or taken np
for action.

Of course many thingg, 1n a body as uon-
wieldly as the House of Hepresentatlves, con-
spire 1o prevent activn on the greal bulk of
the bills of a local or speclal character; bul 1l
speaks well for the working qualitles ol &
member when he is able to procure lavorable
commlittee action vna bill which be has uo-
dertaken to champlon. The work 18 done,
pot by 1alkipg vefore the public on the Hloor
of the House, but by quiet, personal, energet-
le intercourse with the members who control
the watter in commitfee,

Mr. Lulimer Las cause also to be himsell
gratitied at the mauifestation of friendly re-
gard shown by Lbu uctlon of 1he Elections
Committee. He bas had evidence before,
however, of the willingness of members to do
Justice to matters with which he was connecl-
m!, [o the lust Congress, for Instance, he go°
a upanimous reporl from the War Claimsy
Commitlee in favor of the blll which bhe io-
troduced tor the relief of Newberry College,
W bill which proposed to puy $15.000 for Inju-
rles Lo Lhe coliege bulldings while oc:upled as
barracks by United Stutes Lroops at *he close
of the war. And, by the way, he bas man-
aged In this Congress to get u like {avorable
report from the present Commiiles on War
Clalms. He also In the last Congiess gol a
unaoimous report from Lthe Com‘ttee on
Cluims on a blll whiech he lutroduced 10 re-
fuud to the State the §1,500 which was paid 1.
fioes In benhalf of the Sbherlfls who had beer
adjudged In contempt for seizlng iallroad
properly that was In the hands ol a recelver
of Lbhe United Siates Circalt Court. He also
tntroduced and fathered in the last Congress a
blil for the regulating of rallroad receiver-
=hips and directing thal laxes be pald in such
cases the same as Lthough the road were not In
the hands of a recelver. ‘1'his bill was sug-
gested by the situatlion In South Carollos,
und, I{ you remember, the Legisinture memo-
rlalized L‘unﬁreas on the subject. The bill,
however, a8 I say, was introduced here and
its consideration urged by Mr., Latimer; and
upon this blll the Commillee on the Judicia-
ry madey favorable report; and the blll pass-
ed the House, but dled In conference on some
amendments made by the Senate.

1 might also in ibls connection, 11 1t were
worth while, and as further indiea'lng Lhe
munnper in which Mr, Latimer can Ingratlute
himself with members, mention the headway
he is making in the present Congress, and on
bills, o, of general Importance: as, for io-
stauce, & bill whileh be bas before the Com-
mittee on Agriculture tha' provides for the
furnishing of seeds, bulbs, &ec., 1o the agricul-
tural experiment stations aod colleges
througbout the counlry aml for the propaga-
tion and distribution of such thlogs by the
colleges and experlmenl statlons: and, de-
spite the fuct that this bill atfects the method
neretotore prevalling of every Congressinan
haviog such things to distribute o his own
way and under his own frank, Mr. Lutimer
has brought the commitlee to his way ot
Iooklog at the subject, Anpother bill which
be has before the Commitiee on Publie Luods
Is one of the most Important that can possi-
bly receive the atteotion of Cobgress. The
newer Statesof the Unlon,ns you know, have
the bepefit of a cerlain part of the publie
lapds lor school purposes. The original
States, within whose limils there weie no
public lands, have pever had such beneft.
This blll of Mr. Latlmer's proposes Lo equal-
{ze the severul States of the Unlon in the
grant of lands for school purposes. South
Carolina under this equalization would be en-
titled to 1,205,880 meres; and the scheme con-
templates that the United Htates, as the pub-
lie domalu 15 sold off, shall divide up tbhe
mouey notably among the States entitled
thereto under the provisions of the bill. The
Public Lands Committee, as al present con-
stituted, & dominated by Western men from
the Stales within whose borders 'he public
lands lle; aod lhei)' are very generally op
posed to such a bill, but Mr. Latimer 1s so
opening the eyes of Eastern men to the situa-
tion that pressure enough may be brought to
bear to force a report from the committee,
even though it should be an adverse one.
Then, I the matter could be forced toa vole
In the House, the larege delegations from the
States Lo be beneflted, New York, for instance,
with her M Representallves and Pennsyl-
vanla with ber 25, would outvole the Weslern
men., Butacommittee, when fearful Lthat the
House would override an adverse report, wlil
try to keep the matter burled in the commit-
tee room. Mutters of the magnitude ol this
one, bowever, will not down ; and If the Pub-
lle Lands Commilttee, for a Congress or Lwo
should be able to throttle if, the time will
¢ome when 1t8 conslderation would enter Into
the contest for the Speakership and no man
could be elected to the position of Speaker
who would nol glve assurances of lﬁe Ap-
polntment of a Public Lands Commitiee that
wou'd be favorable to such a measure,

resentative In Congress, Have 1 spoken of
Mr. Latimer uas o man that was probably too
much llked by the Republicans?

THE CALHOUN ESTATE.

sale of the Vast Landed Properiy of
the Lute James Edward Calhoun.

The vast landed estale of the late James Ed-
wird Calboun will be sold by the Executor
an March $1, 1896, The sile will 1nke place in
the town of Calboun Falls at twelve o'clock.
The estate conslsts of sixteen thousand neres
—twelve thousand In Abbeville county and
four thousand In Georgia—the Savannah riv-
er running through it. The tract, il seems
from the advertisement, will be sold as a
whole —sixteen thousand neres, including the
finest water power in Loe State.

There are severnl men in Abbeville county
who are notable to buy the land, and proba-
biy will not be n bidder, or even a witness Lo
thie sale, but in the sale of this land it occors
to the Pressand Banner that an exceptionally
tine opportunity Is offered to any capltallst,
or capitalists, who may have the money and
the nerve to back their judgment in mukling
a venture.

Takliug no conslderation of Lthe waler pow-
er, the land itself Is a fortune, aud unless
soine one, or some syndicate, looks alter this
sale, the land and water power will go for a
song, The vast siretches of uplmproved
Innd ecould not possibly be worth less lhan,
say, four, five or rIx dollars an acre for farm-
Ing purposes, and, with the fucllity for trans-
mitting electric power, the waterfalls of the
Savanuah river would be an Inexhaustible
and ever increasipg source of wealth 1o those
who may Improve it, Il the water power
should be Improved, and the lands should be
occupied by thrifty Immigrants this vast es
tate may vet be worth an amount far in ex-
cess of our wildest dreams.

It was wise lo oor cunstitalion and laws to
preveanl allens from buylpg such land for
hunting grounds and deer parks,

The opening of there landsand the improve-
ment of the water power has been Lhe dream
of the people of this counly for half a cen
tury, and now It seems possible tbal these
dreams may be reallzed.

To the youpnger generation it may seem
strange that any one man could buy and own
so much land in one body, but Lhese lurge es-
tates were secured by purchsase from adjolno-
Ing landowners. Mr, Calhoun commencea
Ille with a fortune and he was economical,
and all his savings Ina loog life be invesled
in the lands which are now locluded ln his
estate. He always bought, but never sold
land, The presence of a greal number of
sluves made the immediate vieinlty an unde-
sirable community for while men, and Mr,
Calhoun's nelghbors became fewer and lewer.
People moved away. Their selllements were
dismantled, Thelr churches and thelr school
houses were allowed Lo go 10 destruction.

Under conditions of thls sort the white men
who had small boldiogs of lands, one alter
another, sold their farms and wenl Lo Lbe
West, In those years Mississippl, Alabama,
and Loulsiana afforded the most Ipvitiog
flelds for our non-slave-holding farmers,

These sturdy and well tgdo furmers could
not stand the petly aopoyaoces lo which
they were subjected ,by the multitude of
siaves, and, accepting Yiberal prices for Lhelr
lands, they leit the bomes of thelr pa-
tivity to populate und bulld up the waste
places, where the slave holder had not or
could not crowd them out.

It was Lthus that the finest portion of Abbe-
witta county was depopulated of white men.
It wes thus that thelr improvements went Lo
waste. IL was thas that their mllls, their fine
dwelling bouses, their school houses, their
churches, and all the evidences of a Lhrifly
elvilization were absorbed by the nelghboring
slave-holders, and oothing but rlaves, deci-
mated forests and cultivated flelds were leit
After the war these flelds were either allowed
to remnin Idle, or were cultlvated by negroes,
who had not the intelligence nor the capital
with which io preserve the tinest of the farm-

| ing lands of 1his county.

A few slave-holders on the Savanpah slde
became Lhe owners of many thousand acres
of land, The free while man was crowded
out to give place to the negro slave,

The Press apd Banner Is not informed as to
the eaplital that may possibly be Invested in
the Calboun estate, and we are equally lgoo-
rant a8 to the polley which may govern the
possible buyers, but we think that if only the
spare lands from the water power were open-
ed up todesirable setllers and Lhe proper el-
fort was made lo bring Immigrants from the
West, orelsewhere, that & vast fortune would
reward the effort.

If intelllgent energy and a sufficlent eapital
Is put into this enterprise no man could estl-
mate the possibilitles that await the endeav-
or.

But vn the other hand: If the whole water
power and land should be sold for seventy-
tive cents or a dollar an acre, It mlght be held
by some rich capltalist as a plensure ground,
und thus clog and retard our progress in the
mureh of malerlal prosperity loranotber ball
& century.

Puatriotle eltizens of Abbeville counly
should form a syodicale and see that lhe
lauds are not bid off by strangers who could
for a song sit down on us for a generatlon,
paralyzing our energles and obstructing our
bes! interests.

Whatever may be in store for us, and what-
ever ‘ale may awult the Calboun Iapd, men
with mooey and credit, as well ue the nerve
to muke blg venlures, no less Lthan patriotle
citizens and lovers of Abbevilie county,
shoald Investigate this matter. A blg Erlvaw
fortune may be made In advancing Lhe pub-
lie weltare.

NEEDLESS ADVICE.

——

Some Random Shots at Folly as it
Flles.

It occurs to us that the newrpapers agsnme
lo glve Lhe furmers unlmited and unsought
advice, The number of paperg Lhat have
warped the farmers agalnst three cents, four
cents and flve cents cotton wiil never be
known by this editor.

Some old owl long ago said that the way to
keep the price and proflis on the cotton was
to reduce Lhe crops, and then a greal multl
tnde of “ne'er do weels” bave resounded the
echo.

We wish It distinetly nnderstood that the
Press and Banner has no advice to give 10
anybody. Wenever give advlce. It would be
presumption to do o, Bul we can give our
individual opinions withont urglng anybody
to aocept or adopt Lhem.

The price of cotton lsa question which in-
terests all of us, and the question deserves
thoughtinl consideration by each individual
farmer, His own condition and the saltable-
ness of his farm for the production of the
most profilable crops are the first questions o
be solved. The polley which lg best for one
farmer may not be best for his neighbor.

How Lhe owls expect farmers Lo bave any
mouey at all, without cotlon, is more Lthan we
can understacd. Their predictions that the
price will be low farnishes & rational reason
or motive for produclog & greater and nota
lesscr crop. If the price is low, then the [ar-
mer it seems Lo us ought to re-double his en-
ergles for making a big erop, while redocing
his expenses,

Let wise and Intelligent thought govern the
furmer. There is no sense {n ylelding up to
the Texans the best money crop in tha world.
‘There 18 no need, or reason, eltber, for the far-
mers of this country lo desert Lthe crops with
which they are most famlllar,

The idea ls, to make Lhe lands more pro-
duaetive, and to make a greater amount of the
stuple AL & less cost, 80 AR L0 meet the Texas
competitor.

How this increased crop I8 lo be ralsed at a
reduced cost s & question which no wise far-
mer may disregard. There |8 a greal cost ol
labor and stock which should receive our best
attention, Mules are lo be fed “e? day In
the year., Hands are fed, clothed and pald in
like mapner, and the cotton erop comes ino
but once a year. The drain on this crop for 365
days 1o the year will exhaust the profil of the
eotlon.

Iustead of feeding ldle mulesand ldle haods
all winter through, devise some means Lo
give them such employment as will cat down
the expense. Summer paslures are a neces-
sity for slock of all kinds, and no map need

expect Lo prosper Who has not cattle and pas- |

ture land,

Winter paslures for stock should recelve at-
tention. While it seems Impossible to have
good winter pasture throughout the cold sea-
son, yel it I8 true that some of the caltivated
grasses come |n very early 1o the Spring, while
others continue good far Into the winter.

'he manure from the cattle, which should
llve on the pastures for & greater part of the
year, should save the expense of mercantile
feriliizer. :

Good barns should be provided, and there 18
po good reason why the hands which are us-
